Before & highly enthuslsstic audi-
ence, Mrs. Archibalid Hoplkins, of Wish-
ington, chialrmun of the Woman's Wel-
fare Departoient of the Nationul Civie
Federatlon., sapolke tea the Woman's
Club yesterduy afternoon about the
work of the organization. Mrs, Hop-

ing conditlons {n countless channels
and has hud syccess In many matiers
which would have been drapped through
indifference bul far her courage und
perseverance, i

Many prominent walfare workers of
Richmond were the guests of the club.
The large audience thrilled under the
charm and personality of tie sperker
end went forth \with fresh insplration
for bigrer and hetter things.

From the hook of her wide experi-
ence us u welfare worker Mrs, Hap-
itins drew muech thet was of jnterest to
her audience. She sald thut the pri-
mery abject of the Civie Federation is
to Improve conditions under which pea-
ple worli uand to eee to it that they are
shlelded s far as It is feasible from
the dangers und diseases of their oreu-
putlons, Had conditions are investi-
gated and Improved, with the atd and
co-operation of employers. Heating and
llghting facilities are looked into in
factorien and government hulldings, the
work accemplished in the city aof
Washington belng teken as an example.

The Clvic Federation, she sald, works
wherever there |8 work to de, and the
lenks undertaken go forward with re-
markable smootlhings= in inosl casecs It
worke In connection with every other
organieation. Tremepdous tasks, nnt
only undertaken but accamplished with
widesspread good, were deseribed.

Mra, Hopkins spoke In detali about
better houring cenditions. Baltimore,
Waushington and Richmend strurzle
with the same question—ellmute, ullevs
anid the negre. Some af the housing
